Lugard was born in 
India, where his father was 
a penniless clergyman, He 
returned to England as a4 
child of five in 1863 and 
received that bleak sadistic 
education reserved for the 
sons of indigent gentlefolk 
at the time. It must be ad- 
mitted that the only per- 
manent injury he suffered 
from his schooling was the 
impairment of his hearing, 
but his subsequent career 
showed that he had all the 
qualities needed for success 
at school in such abundance 
that his failure to achieve 
it is un apt commentary 
on his treatment there. 

He then failed for the 
Indian Civil Service, and to 
his surprise passed into the 
Army. ' He served happily 
in Indin for nearly ten 
years, a serious soldier with 
an taste for adventure, when 
suddenly, to the amazement 
of all who knew him, he 
became infnatunted with a 
worthless woman, and aban- 
doned his career to follow 
her to England.
